The destruction of plant beds by 
the sowing of grass seeds on them is 
refiorted from Scythia in the north- 
eastern portion of Daviess county, a 
few miles from the Hancock county 
line, says the Owensboro Messenger. 
So far only three persons have report- 
ed damage. Tliey are Albert Mc- 
Camlsh, Will Rowland and George 
Adams. 

The fact that grass seed liad been 
sown on the plant beds was discover- 
ed shortly after the depradatlons 
were committed. The seeds had not 
sprouted, and were plainly visible on 
top of the ground. It wi(ff impossi- 
ble, however, to remove them and 
the tobacco plants will be ruined un- 
less the grass can be pulled oul when 
it comes up. 

The- men whose plant lieds were 
sown with grass seeds are not mem- 
bers of the organized tobacco grow- 
ers. There is no clue to the identi- 
ty of the persons who |>eriietrated the 
outrage. 

Across the Hancock county line, 
similar depradatlons have been com- 
mitted. The work in Hancock county 
was done several days before that in 
Daviess, the grass having already 
come up. Most of the damage in 
Hancock county is in the Chambers 
neighborhood, a few miles from the 
Daviess county line. 'The principal 
sufferers are Ed Terrill, Tom Glbbp, 
W. Gibbs and Buener Bros. As is the 
case in Daviess county, all of the per- 
sons whose plant beds were damaged 
are independent growers, that is to 
say they are not members of the 
American Society of Equity. 

This is the first instance of the use 
>of unlawful means in connection with 
the tobacco situation in Daviess or in 
Hancock county. In fact, such occur- 
rences have generally been qutslde of 
the territory of the A. S. of E.

, object of dispute between Nicaragiia 
and Honduras when they began tbe 
Quarrel which ended In the war that 
Is threatening the peace of all Cen- 
tral America, according to the offi- 
cial communication by the ministers 
of foreign affairs for the two Repub- 
' lies, copies of which have been re- 
' celved In Washington. 

The controversy began when Senor 
Allgusto C. Coello, Honduran mlnis- 
; ter for foreign affairs, wrote a note 
toSenor .lose I). Gomez, the Nlcara- 
: guan minister of foreign affairs, on ' 
Jan. ”6, protesting against the theft 
of a mule from Ireno^ Salgado liy 
thirty-five Nicaraguan cavalrymen 
i who were chargeil with entering Hon- 
i diiran territory. 

In reply Senor Gomez said the Nic- 
araguans did not quite enter Hondn-j 
ras. altliough they itassed near to the 
little town of 1.03 Manos In that Re- , 
public. The taking of the mule was 
not denied, hut Senor Gomez Insisted 
in hts letter that Salgado was not a 
Honduran citizen, but a Nicaraguan,, 
who had to leave that country be- 
cause of the part he played in a rev- ’ 
olution two years before. Conse- 
quently .Nicaragua maintained Hon- 
duras had no right to fly to the de- 1 
fense of Salgado's mule. | 

This note brought a spirited reply ' 
from Honduras announcing that Ire-' 
no Salgado, the .Nicaraguan refugee, | 
was living In Tegucigalpa happily i 
engaged In trade there, while a man • 
by the same name, a most reputable 
and respected farmer, a Honduran | 
of unquestioned citizenship, lived at I 
1.08 Manos and owned the much ' 
mooted mule. Nicaragua replied it 
was true that Colonel Juan I. Rcx'ha.

The Court of Appeals last Friday 
dismissed the a|>peal in the case of the 
Rural Home and Cumberland Tele- 
phone coniiianles against the Harris 
or K. 1. Telephone company, the fa- 
mous Daviess county case. 

This is the third and, probably, the 
final step in the teleplione war which 
opened a few weeks since when the 
Kentucky and Indiana company awoke 
to the fact that the oiieiiitors could 
not connect subscribers wlili the Ru- 
ral Home exchanges.An investigation 
showed that the lines had been sever- 
ed and the Rural Home connected with 
the Cumberland. Manager New- 
man Blrk, of the Rural Home, then 
announced that an arrangement had 
lieen made between the newly allied 
companies. The next step was a re- 
straining order issued by the Circuit 
Court, and later made permanent, es- 
topping the Rural Home from sever- 
ing Its connection with the K. and 1. 
exchange and also enjoining the Cum- 
berland company from making the 
new connection and also ordering 
them to restore the severed connec- 
tions. ' • 

These orders were partially com- 
piled with hut another arrangement 
was made by which connection was 
still maintained in part. The K. and 
1. company next went into court and 
moved that the Rural Home be ruled 
for contempt and punished for the 
contempt In not having obeyed the 
order of the court. The motion was 
sustained but the defendant was given 
three days in which to file a written 
response setting forth that the orders 
had been fully complied with. luatead 
of making this response an appeal *wat 
asked for but was denied. Attorney 
Finn, for the defendant, then took the 
case to the Court of Appeals where 
tbe appeal was dismissed.

In searching through the defunct 
bank’s assets, the Samiieis note, with 
its acconiiianying guarantee, was dis- 
covered. .Mr. Huichinson began suit 
for tbe receiver against the consoli- 
dated bank.

We may even 
follow auch useless forms as "high” 
or "sigh,” instead of- "hi" or "si," as 
they are always uniform but let all 
such forms as "tougli," "though,” 
and “slough” go the way of "plough" 
and "bough” to the boneyard and 
write easily "tuf," tho” and "sloo.” 
Even words such as "kist” tho quite 
uniform already as now spelled or 
done would perha|)s lose nothing of 
their popularity tho spelt as "kist.” 

The English speaking people are 
not the whole thing tho near it.very 
near it. If we would extend our lan- 
guage and customs to the utter ends 
of the earth we'd better be wise and 
pick up a few of the good things we 
run down with our automobile. A lit- 
tle uniformity of spelling and a soften 
Ing of a few hard, harsh consonants 
would make our language as musical 
as any on earth. Then the thin ve- 
neer of soft "lip courtesy” of the Lat- 
in races, if we but breathe into the 
"breath of life,” put American heart 
into it as it were, might even, in mod- 
eration, Improve some of us. Some 
people do not seem to understand our 
Western Jokes.

Tr«atin«nt For Failing Hair — Inform*- 
tion on Various Homo Subjacts. 

Very often the hair becomes thin 
and short, and yet it does not seem 
to come out at all. The secret of 
this condition is that the hair has 
become very dry, the oily nutri- 
ment does not extend the entire 
length of the hair shaft, and each 
little fiber becomes weak and bro- 
ken, the touch of a brush or comb 
l>eing sufficient to cause it to sep- 
arate from the growth. The rem- 
edy is found in applying this 
tonic every night : Six grains of 
hydrochlorate of pilocarpine, four 
drams of tincture of jabarondi, two 
drams of spirits of rosemary and 
four ounces of alcohol. Twice a 
month shampoo the hair with eggs. 
Twenty-four hours before the sham- 
poo rub warm olive oil into the 
scalp. Clipping or singeing the 
ends of the hair will assist the 
growth to renew itself. 

Cara of the Bath Sponge. 

When the sponges need cleaning 
the best plan to cut the dirt is to 
soak them in vinegar for several 
hours and then run clear warm wa- 
ter through them until the acid is 
all out. They should then he hung 
in the sunshine, where they will air 
and dry. After each bath a sponge 
should 1)0 washed out with clean hot 
water and soap and rinsed with cold 
water, then put in a place where 
the air and sunshine surround it, 
for unless sponges are well aired 
they become sour and disagreeable 
to use. 

Baked Bean Rarebit. 

Baked Ix-an rarebit hails. a« one 
would naturally surmise, from New 
England. You warm up a cuj)ful 
of cold baked Ix'ans in a couple of 
tablespoonfuls of butter and season 
with salt and paprika. Then you 
stir in little by little half a cupful 
of milk, two-thirds of a cupful of 
soft American cheese broken into 
bits and a teaspoonTul of Worcester- 
shire tauoe. When the cheese is 
meltod, serve at once.
